The commissioners took this ac- 


tion on the advice of T. M. Green, 
Bounty attorney and legal advisor of 
the board, who held that a. consta- 
ble was amendable to the Jaw, re- 
gardless of whether he was elected 
or appointed. A 'consta'ble who is 
elected is compelled by law to pro- 
vide $1,000 bond and the county at- 
torney decided that the same law 
should apply to constable-; who are 
appointed. 


It will be the policy of the com- 


missioners not to appoint constables 
unless they ><>aai provide $1,000 bond 
until they arc advised differsntlv by 
the county attorney, who is said to 
have told the boa'rd that he would 
investigate the matter further. 


Whether appointments of consta-

Keeping Well in Summer 


"\V3iat one should do to keep well 


in.the summer," says Surgeon Gen- 
eral H. S. Camming, of the U. S. 
Public Health Service, "depends on 
what one has been doing during the 
•winter." As winter occupations are 
infinitely varied it may 
seem 
at 


first blush that this dictum calls for 
equally varied 
summer 
programs. 


However, most occupations fall into 
certain groups wliic-h 'call for cor- 
responding vacations. 


For instance, most men and an in- 


creasing number of women work 
liard all witer and take a vacation 
wlien summer comes. On the 
other 


hand, large groups of men and wo- 
men (farmers, for instance) work 
Jiard all winter and take a vacation 
if they ever get one, in' the winter, 
when farm work is shvek. .Most wo- 
men work hard in their own homes, 
and they too have canned a vacation, 
though their right to-it is not always 
acknowledged. Some men and women 
appear not to work at all and would 
probably be very angry if any one 
accused them of working. These also 
need a vacation, but very few of 
them get a real one. 


A vacation, should mean very dif- 


ferent things to the.se different class- 
es. A.clerk, for instance, shquld do 
something that would make him use 
his niusteles (though not. to excess) 
and an iron mill worker something 
that would enable him to rest his. 
A pirl who has been typewriting or 
-cooking iu somebody else's home 
should use her vacation in. outdoor 
sports •such as*playing 
tennis or 


something like that A tired wife and 
mother sliould rest by getting away 
from husband and children, soothing 
her nerves by chatting with 
other 


wiho really woijksf about 
anybody in 'the,' service* of tile^goft- 
dess of pleasure and is probably 
(temporarily, afc least) siekoof •'teasj 
and'men and other "girls, "'would" do 
well to attend a Summer Normal 
School, -where'she •would at least^get 
a brand-new outlook on life—unless 
she has courage enough to get a job

The rules covering this wqrk aro jn 
the hands of every county, agfit in 
the state and application blanks for 
certification can be ob'taiAe.i from 
them or from the Corn Growers' 
Asso'ciation at Lafayette. 


The certification work started out 


in-a" half dozen counties in : 1920, 
and is now, hi 62 counties of/the 
state. One feature of the work has 
been the dissemination of the new 
Miehikoff wheat, that is proving it- 
self of such superior quality. This 
wheat was developed by the agri- 
•enltural experiment ^station of Pur- 
due.

• The conference was preliminary to 
a larger conference which will be 
held in Chicago next September be- 
tween representatives of the New 
England groups and the mid-western 
groups in which sectionalism will be 
forgotten and an effort made .to find 
a common ground on which farmers- 
and New England'industrialists may 
meet for mutual improvement. It is 
.believed that oije of the biggest pro- 
jects on"\vhic-h they may agree is the 
early development of the Great Lakes 
St. Lawrencfc Waterway. • 


In the Chicago conference Presi- 


dent 0. E; Bradfnte pointed out that 
transportation rates to the 'eastern 
industrial centers have, grown to be 
more; than the farm traffic can bear.

Owing to fhe fact that the soil in 


this, ^country has been cultivated so 
lopg.thaf it is more'or less impoy- 
e~rished, aid also ta the faeit that the 
hog's food is chiefly corn, which is 
extremely poor in minerals,'there is 
a^ mineral deficiency, in the average 
hog's ration in practically .all-parts 
of the country. It is safe'to say>thq.j; 
90 percent of the animals being fed 
thp ordinary feed stuffs are receiving 
a deficient quantity of mineral'mat- 
ter.
